THE TELESCOPE. 


G a lile i’s 
R ud e 
In s tru m e n t 
the 
F irs t 
Used In As tro n o m y . 
The first telescope x vas pointed to­ 
ward the sky on J an. 7 , 16 10. when 
Galilei first tried his rude instrument 
and wa s rewarded bv discovering some 
of tho moons of J upiter. 
No great 
ma gnifying power was needed for this, 
as at least one of tin* moons is large 
enough to tie seen by tin* naked eye 
did not the nearness of the brilliant 
planet prevent this. 
Lenses bad been 
no wo for a long time and were at 
that time In common use by near- 
slirlit« *d persons. 
'J in* name of the real discoverer of 
the telescope seems to be unknown, 
but the accepted story now is tha t 
two young sons of a Middcbury op­ 
tician 
named 
Lipperslev 
some time 
between 16 05 and louts, while playing 
with some lenses, happened to bold 
two of them at a distune« * (nun each 
other nnd were surprised and delight­ 
ed to find that the weather van» * on a 
neighboring 
tower seemed 
to

near them when looked ¡it through the 
two lenses.

Witho u t mo ving his left fo o t he .avo id­ 
ed every sto ne. 
Ano ther native u sed to defy any o ne 
to hu rl ¡in o range ¡it him with so great 
rapidity that he co n hi no t catch it.

o ranges, an d tin« islander c a u g h t every 
o range.
